"Washington, Jan. 12.—The folio-wing 


official statement was given out by the 
state department: A telegram has been 
received from Ambassador Choate, re- 
porting an interview he had with the 
Marquis of Salisbury in regard to the 
American shipments of flour and pro- 
visions on the detained British steamers 
Beatrice and Mashona, and the Dutch 
Bteamer Maria. 
The British position 


as to food stuffs and hostile destination 
is that they can only be considered con- 
traband of war If supplied the enemy's 
forces, it not being sufficient that they 
are capable of being so used, but it must 
be shown that this was their destination 
at the time of seizure. 
This qualifica- 


tion virtually concedes the 
American 


oontentlon that the goods were not sub- 
ject to seizure, and practically disavows 
the seizure, it not being claimed there 
is any evidence of hostile destination. 


Just as the officials of the state de- 


partment expected, it amounted to a 
partial answer, very satisfactory as far 
as it goes, disposing of the character of 
some of the goods seized, but not finally 
deciding broadly whether or not food- 
stuffs are to be regarded as contraband. 


In brief, Mr. Choate reports as fol- 


lows: That the ansx-sr is highly satis- 
factory; that it Is broad and liberal in 
teims. The position assumed by the 
British government is that foodstuffs in 
transit to a hostile destination can be 
regarded as contraband of war only 
when they are supplies for the enemy's 
forces. 


It is not sufficient that they are capa- 


ble of being used for the benefit of the 


enemy; it must be shown that they arc- 
so in fact through their destination at 
the time of the seizure. The British gov- 
ernment does not claim that any of the 
American goods on the German bark 
Maiia and the British bark Mashona 
were contraband of war. 


The British government is investigat- 


ing the* facts in connection with the 
goods seized on the third vessel, Beatrice. 


Mr. Choate's message embodied suc- 


cinctly the authorities relied upon by 
the British government to sustain its 
position. It wa* nearly noon before it 
could be deciphered and placed in Secre- 
tary Hay's hands. It so happened that 
Lord Pauncefote, the British ambassa- 
dor, was with the secretary shortly after 
he received his message, and probably 
the subject was discussed by them. 


It is certain that both the secretary 


and Lord Pauncefote appeared to be 
gratified at the progress made toward a 
settlement of the cases. Nothing was 
said directly in Mr. Choate's message 
touching a release of the seized goods, 
but of course a fair inference from the 
statement that the goods on two 01 ti,e 
vessels had been found to be not contra- 
band is tfiat they either will be or have 
been already released. 


If any question arises as to compensa- 


tion to the owners OP account of these 
seizures, that can b& adjusted later on. 
It is provable, however, that the Britisn 
government will not wait for any hint, 
but will voluntarily make such amends 
as seem to be fair. 


It is believed that the uncertainty as 


to tlie character of the Beatrice's cargo 
Is based upon an imperfect knowledge ot 
the ownership of the goods.

Magnetism and electricity 
are In a hundred varieties of games 
that seem simple and are complex 
enough to be described in pamphlets 
of many pages. One may do with them 
in miniature almost all the miracles of 
Bdlsou and Marconi. 


Blowing soap bubbles without the 


use of clay pipes or of one's lips and 
breath is one of the least wonders that 
these toys achieve. They are large 
soap bubbles, small soap bubbles, bub- 
bles within bubbles, obtained by the 
slightest efforts. They may not be as 
•valuable as those that skill attained 
through many experiments and long 
practice produced. But that Is an old 
fashioned Idea.

arms and legs. The modern world In- 
tends that children should be instruct- 
ed while they are enjoying themselves. 
"What a waste of time the old games 
;were! What a false view of the land In- 
habited by fairies they gavel 


"Think of the cheapness of the toys 


of the present time. Hare is a toy 
watch with needles that move, a crys- 
tal, an enameled border, a double chain- 
It IB placed on a card, printed, 'Made In 
Germany.' It passed through the cus- 
tom house and was taxed heavily. Well, 
the price of It at retail is only 5 cents. 
A toy like this was not to be sold here, 
for 20 times as much ten years ago. 
^Through toye we are developing patri- 
otism, the idea that American mariners 
are the excellent ones, the faith in 
them that will lead na soon to civilize 
the world." 


In the boxes of leaden soldiers this 


year are tents, ambulances, soldiers of 
th« Bed Cross, hospitals, all the cos- 
tumes of Spain, all the heroic figures of 
the war with Spain.

The Poison MneTiiaery of the 
Rep- 


tiles and How It In Operated. 


Some years ago a physician undertook 


a series of experiments on snakes with 
B view to extracting a sufficient amonnfc 
of their venom to form a basis for in- 
vestigation, in order, if possible, to dia- 
Sover some antidote. His laboratory ia 
a curious and somewhat uncanny place 
and one from whioh those with un- 
steady nerves instinctively recoil. 


The apparatus for extracting the 


venom is ^ moat ingenious aiad yet a 
very simply one, A 'uit of ohamois is 
tied over the top of a funnel whioh 
leads to a bottle. Everything is secured 
very firmly. The snaka is oanght by the 
back of the neok and placed close to 
this chamois. He strikes his fangs 
through it, when tiny jets of venom are 
thrown from the fangs upon the glass 
Bide= of the bottle, trickling thence into 
the bottle. Again and again the snake 
is made to strike. If necessary, other 
snakes of the same species are used un- 
til a sufficient amount of the venom is 
collected. 


The relative deadly qualities of the 


venom of snakes b.avd'$I$o been the sub- 
ject of experiments. It appears" that the 
diamond back rattlesnake ft the most 
to be dreaded. TJ^s n^t in order ia the 
banded rattlesnake, fallowed by the 
copperaead and the water moccasin or 
cottonmouth. 


The poison machinery of the snake 


consists of a pair of needle pointed 
fanga, which, wh'en the creature is at 
rest, are folded back in tk$ roof of the 
month. Wberfit beoo&es angry, these 
fangs are thrown forward, and in the 
act of striking a tiny jet of poieon is 
thrown from ea,ch. The poison is a thin, 
yellow flnid which-npon exposure de- 
composes ve^y rapidly. Snake poison, 
if kept from the air p.r dried, retains its 
fnll force Ibr many "years.—New York 
Ledger.

Probably the first recorded instance 


of insurance was one mentioned by 
Livy. During the second Punic war the 
contractors for delivering corn into 
Spain stipulated that the government 
should indemnify them against loss by 
the enemy or tempest. Cicero, too, aft- 
er his victory iu Oilicia, seems to have 
obtained security against the loss of his , 
booty during its transit to Rome. These | 
instances, however, are not reganded as 
< 


true cages of insurance by many author- I 
ities, who assert that only after the re- ' 
vival of commerce in the tenth century 
did it come into vogne. If tbis be so, , 
the first mention of insurance ia the ' 
establishment iu 1310 nt Bruges at the 
request of the inhabitants of a chamber 
of assurance. 


"The contract of reciprocal insurance 


was known likewise in Portugal in '.lie 
fourteenth ceptnrf, and in ttie fifteenth 
(Sept. 10, 1486) King Edward of Por- 
tugal writes from Lisbon that tbo mer- 
chant vessels of the English, which had 
been chartered for the Tangier expedi- 
tion, had not been insured, owing to 
the fault of their proprietors, while 
those of the Portuguese, even of the 
royal navy, were." It is probable, how- 
ever, that insurance came into use in 
Italy early in the twelfth century and 
was by the Lombards transplanted iato 
those countries ^ith which,- tfa&y had 
commercial''dealings. To them, ttiore- 
foro, the invention of insurance, as it is 
now understood, is generally conceded. 


Kneeling; Boers Speared Amid Sfeont* 


of "Wipe Out aiajaba!"—Soldiern' 
Letters Home Tell How the Defeat- 
ed Foemen IV 4-re Cruelly Treated. 


1 Heads SinuBhed Like Pumpkin*. 


According to a cable dispatch from 


London to the New York World, grave 
t'htirses of brutality Lave been made 
against the British troops since the 
opening of the war iu South Africa, 
but these were either flatly denied or 
excused as retaliation for alleged abuse 
of the white flag. The Boers deny the 
latter accusation or "that they have 
fired on ambulances. At Elandslaagte, 
the only fight In the present war where 
the Boers really were routed, a Boer 
ambulance was found to have 7^ bul- 
let holes in it. Tho Boers again were 
charged with firing on an ambulance 
during the British retirement after 
Keitfontein. 


Melton Prior, a noted war artist, has 


sent a realistic picture of the incident, 
from which it appears that British 
ambulances and ammunition wagons 
were ir;»xcd up in the same column, 
which seems to account for the Boers 
shelling it. Now, however, private let- 
ters from officers and men of the Brit- 
ish forces published in London are cor- 
roborating 
unwittingly 
the 
Boer 


charges already denied. J. H. Fox, a 
uitlander now at Ladysmlth, writes: 


"It was a sight to see the lancers 


charge. 
When they got within 100 


yards, the Boers threw up their arms 
and begged for mercy. They jumped 
off their horses and got on their knees 
and prayed for mercy. 


"One 
lancer says. 'One Boer begged 


me very hard to spare him, but my re- 
ply was, "Yon —, here's your mercy!" 
I shot him dead and did not take the 
trouble to lance him.' 


"No doubt you will think this cruel, 


but if you had seen as much of th^m 
as I have, you would not. I saw plenty 
in Johannesburg before the war be- 
gan." 


Not a man was killed in Johannes- 


burg before the war. Even all the se- 
rious charges of ill treatment, on inves- 
tigation, proved to be false. 


Private L. Thomson of the First bat- 


talion of the King's Eoyal rifles, de- 
scribing the fight at Gleucoe, where 
General Symons was mortally wound- 
ed, paints an even more awful picture. 
He writes that after the British troops 
had received the order to fix bayonets: 


"With a wild cheer we were among 


them. 
Bayonets went to work, and 


heads were smashed like pumpkins. 
They (the Boers) were speechless with 
terror. 
When they saw the line of 


cold steel coming at them, they threw 
down their arms and fled in confusion, 
only to be cut up into travelers' sam- 
ples when they reached the bottom by 
our cavalry." 


Henry Burgess, the fireman on a 


British 
a/mored 
train, 
describing 


Eland slaagte, eays: 


"Once the bayonet charge of the Dev- 


ons and Gordons began the Dutchmen 
fled precipitately. Meanwhile the lan- 
cers had been creeping up behind, and 
as the Boers reached the bottom the 
lancers charged them at full gallop. 
The panic stricken Boers threw down 
their rifles and attempted to escape, 
but it was uttcily useless, for, with 
shouts of 'Majuba!' the lancers were 
upon thorn, and the awful work com- 
menced. Very few Boers escaped.'' 


Drummer Hearn of Colonel Baden- 


Powell's Light horse, describing the 
first engagement at Mafeking, tells 
how the Boers were enticed into a field 
sown with mines, which were exploded. 


"We cleared the remainder at the ' 


point of our bayonets." he writes. 


"It was really fine fun. You should 


have seen what fuss the Boers made 
about being pricked. I touched one, 
and he jumped for yards. They don't 
like cold steel. We showed them no 
mercy. 


"But it was only what they deserved 


for what they have done to us before." 


A private in the King's rifles, writing 


of Elandslaagte, says: 


"It was a great but terrible sight to 


see those horsemen hew their way 
through the Boers. Three times they 
rode right through, cutting, slashing, 
hacking. Some of the Boers died in a 
praying attitude. 
Many flung down 


their arms as soon as they saw the 
iflaeh of the lances, clasping their bands 
above their heads, and begged for mer- 
cy. But they had shown no mercy to 
us, and this was our revenge." 


There are also charges of looting and 


robbery made against British soldiers, 
who took all the valuables off their 
pnsoaers, while on the other side Eng- 
lish 
correspondents, 
Mr. 
Steevens 


among others, testify that the Boers 
took nothing from their prisoners, but 
'treated them with the utmost kindness. 


I The only justification of this savage- 
ly attempted in London is alleging 
JBoer abuse of the white flag, but that 
has been explained in every case ex- 
cept one. Indeed the white flag justi- 
fication patently is unfounded, for sev- 
eral correspondents agree that the lan- 
cers who massacred the kneeling, 
crouching, disarmed Boers at Elands- 
laagte were shouting: 


"Wipe out Majuba!" "Remember 


•Majuba!" 


The indiscretion shown by private 


soldiers and even officers in revealing 
these atrocities has caused the war of- 
fice to issue an order that a censorship 
the established over the soldiers' corre- 
spondence from the front.

KOCBEFELI.EK ON TBUSTS 


John D. Rocbeleller has replied to 


some questions put to him by the in- 
dustrial commission sitting at Wash- 
igtan. 
His statements 
concerning 


large combinations in the abstract— 
not the Standard Oil company in par- 
ticular—are fair and worthy of consid- 
eration. The important questions and 
answers follow: 


"What are the chief advantages from 


industrial combinations? 


"All the advantages which can be de- 


rived from co-operation of persons and 
aggregation, of capital. Much that one, 
man cannot do alone two can do to- 
gether, and once we admit the fact that 
co-oiperation, or, what is the 
same 


thing, combination, is necessary on a 
small scale, the limit depends solely 
upon the necesities of. business. Two 
persons in partnership may be a suffi- 
ciently large combination for a small 
business, but if the business grows or 
can be made to grow more persons and 
more capital must be taken in. The 
business may grow so large that a 
partnership ceases to bo a proper in- 
strumentality for its purposes and then 
a corporation becomes a necessity. In 
most countries, as in England, this 
form of industrial combinatios is suf- 
ficient for a. business coextensive with 
the parent country, but it is not so in 
this country. Our federal form of gov- 
ernment, making every corporation 
created by a state foreign to every oth- 
er state, renders it necessary for per- 
•snns doing- business through corporate 
agency to organize corporations In 
some or many of the different states in 
which their business is located. In- 
stead of doing business through the 
agency of one corporation, they must 
do business through the agencies of 
several corporations. 


"TVhat are the chief disadvantages or 


dangers to the public arising from in- 
dustrial combinations? 


"The dangers are that the i ower con- 


ferred by combination may be abused; 
that combinatioss may be formed for 
speculation! in stocks rather than for 
conducting business, and that for this 
purposes prices may be 
temporarily 


raised instead of being lowered. These 
abuses are possible to a. greater or less 
extent in all combinations-, large or 
small, but this fact is no more of an 
argument against combinations than 
tbe fact that steam may explode is an 
argumw.-: against steam, 
Steam is 


rjecessaxy and can be made compara- 
tively safe. Combination is necessary 
and its abuses can be minimized, other- 
vriee our legislators must acknowledge 
their Incapacity to deal -with the most 
important 
Instrument of industry. 


Hitherto most legislative attempts 
have been an effort not'to control, but 
to destroy, h/ende their futility." 


"What legisl-aitton. if any, would you 


suggest regarding- industrial combina- 
tions?" 


"Federal legislation^ under which 


corporations may be created and regu- 
lated, \i that be possible; or,' in lieu 
thereof, state legislation as nearly uni- 
form as possible, escouraging cnrobi na- 
tions of person and capital for the pur- 
pose of carrying on. industries, 
but 


permitting state supervision, not of a 
character to hamper industries^ but 
sufficient to prevent frauds upon the 
public."

matter for the members to give their 
attenioa to. If the state retains its 
present rights, ratifies the lease sub- 
ject to them, the state can step In, 
if necessary, in the future to prevent 
a policy that would be hurtful to the 
commQin wealth. 


No doubt the status of the Fitch- 


burg road will have direct bearing on 
the question of the- lease. The state 
holds $3,000.000 of Fitohbui-p- common 
stock and the legislature is likely to 
inquire whether the lease df the Bos- 
ton and Albany to the New York Cen- 
tral would be decidedly harmful to 
Fitchburg interests. But just now it 
looks as if the Fitchburg would be 
leased to the Bc«ston ana Maine. The 
Boston and Maine has offered 
the 


Fitchburg 5 per cent on its preferred 
stock and 1 per cent »n its common, 
and reports come from Boston that 
the executive committee of the Fitch- 
burg directors are in favor of accept- 
ing the offer. The direct-ore \\ill have 
a meeting shortly and will decide the 
matter so far as they are concerned. 
Then It will go before the stockholders 
and to the legislature, that is if the 
officials and stockholders are favorable 
to the lease. 


When the matter 
of leasing the 


Fitchburg conies before the legislature 
the question will arise whether it is 
advisable to agree to 1 per cent on the 
state's holdings in the road for a long 
term so that the iiolders of the pre- 
ferred stock may be guaranteed 
a 


good return on their investment. But 
as 1 per cent is better than nothing 
and as the Boston and Maine would 
continue the road as a competitor to 
the Boston and Albany under Central 
control to the point, at least, of mak- 
ing it pay its way it would seem wise 
to look favorably on the deal. It will 
certainly be to the state's interest to 
have competition between trie roads 
continue. Any other condition of af- 
fairs would not be advantageous to 
the public nor bo the state as a holder 
of Fitchburg stock. 


We have now the statement of the 


state directors of the Fitchburg that 
a secret agreement has existed be- 
tween the Boston and Albany and the 
New York Central operating against 
the 
Fitchburg 
and 
consequently 


against the state aa a Fitchburg 
stockholder. How much more threat- 
ening the Boston and Albany would be 
under contno'l of- the Central, is easily 
conceivable. It is for the interest of 
the public in general and for the in- 
terest of the state as a state to endorse 
the plan that will keep the Boston and 
Albany and the Fitchburg on the 
fairest basis of competition. 


The Fitchburg single handed against 


the Bcgton and Albany as part of the 
Vanderbilt system would be a sorry 
figure. As part of the Boston and 
Maine system things would not be so 
unequal.

Tbe Uldierii Rebellion 


In his study of Oliver Cromwell, 


John Morley, writing in the Decem- 
ber Century, characterizes the Ulster 
Rebellion as "the most barbarous and 
Inhuman chapter that stains tho do- 
mestic history of the kingdom." 


After many weeks of strange still- 


ness, iu an instant the storm burst. 
The Irish in Ulster suddenly (Oct. 23, 
1641) 
fell upon the English colonists, 


the invaders of their lands. The fury 
soon spread, and the country was en- 
veloped in the flames of a conflagra- 
tion fed by concentrated sense of an- 
cient wrong and all the savage pas- 
sions of an oppressed people suddenly 
broken loose upon 
its oppressors. 


Agrarian wrong, >-°)iglous wrong, in- 
solence of race, new brought forth 
their poisonous fruit A thousand mur- 
derous atrocities were perpetrated on 
one side, and they were avenged by 
atrocities as hideous on the other. Ev- 
ery tale of horror in the insurgents 
can be matched by horror as diabolic 
in the soldiery. What happenad in 
1G41 was in general features very like 
what happened in 179S, for the same 
things come to pass in every conflict 
where the ferocious hatred in a per- 
secuted caste meets the ferocious pride 
and contempt of its persecutors. The 
main 
points are reasonably 
plain. 


There is no question by -whom the san- 
guinary work was first begun. There 
is little question that it was not part 
of a premeditated and organized de- 
sign of indiscriminate massacre, but 
was inevitably attendant upon a vio- 
lent rising against foreign despoilers. 
There is no question that though in 
the beginning agrarian or territorial, 
the rising soon drew after it a fierce 
struggle between the two rival Christ- 
ian factions. There is little question 
that, after the first shock, Parsons and 
his allies in authority acted on the 
cynical anticipation, that the worse o£ 
the rebellion, the richer would be the 
forfeitures. There is no question that 
the enormity of crime was the subject 
of exaggeration, partly natural and 
inevitable, partly incendiary and de- 
liberate. Nor is there any question 
that, even without exaggeration, it is 
the most 
barbarous 
and inhuman 


chapter that stains the domestic his- 
tory of the kingdom. The total number 
of Protestants slain in cold blood at 
the outbreak of the rebellion has been 
fixed at various figures from four 
thousand to forty and the latest ser- 
ious estimate puts it at five-and-twenty 
thousand during the first three or four 
years. The victims of the retaliatory 
slaughter by Protestants upon Cath- 
olics were countless, but Sir William 
Petty thinks that more than half a 
million Irish perished between 1641 and 


1652. 


Thej fated international anltipa|thy 


between English and Irish, that like a 
volcano is sometimes active, some- 
times smoldering 
and sullen, now 


burst forth in liquid fire. The news 
threw England into frenzy. It has been 


compared to the fury with which the 
American colonists regarded the use of 
Red Indians by the government of 
King Georgs. It was like the rage and 
horror that swept over the country for 
a moment when the tidings of Cawn- 
pore arrived, and I need not describe 
it. The air was thick, as is the way 
in revolutions, with frantic and irra- 
tional suspicion. The catastrophe in 
Ireland fitted in with the governing 
moods of the hour, and we know only 
too well how simple and summary are 
the syllogisms of a rooted distrust. 
Ireland was papist, and this was a 
papist uprising. The queen a papist, 
surrounded at Somerset House by the 
same black brood as those priests of 


' Baal who on the other Hide o£ St. 
• George's Channel were described as 


standing by while 
their barbarous 


(lock slew old men and women whole- 
sale and in cold blood, dashed out the 
brains of Infants against the walls in 
sight of their wretched parents, ran 
their skeans like Red Indians into the 
flesh of little children, and flung help- 
less Protestants by scores at a time 
over the bridge at Portadown. Such 
was the reasoning and the damning 
conclusion was clear. This was the 
queen's rebellion, and the king must 
be her accomplice. Sir Phelim O'Neil, 
the first leader of the Ulster rebellion, 
declared that he held a commission 
from the king himself, and the story 
took quio root It is now manifest thsU 
Charles was at least as much dis- 
mayed as any of his subjects; yet for 
the rest of his life he could not wipe 
out the fatal theory of his guilt.

The American consul general at St. 


Petersburg gives this account of a trial 
of cornstalk pith made by the Bussian 
admiralty board on the proving grounds 
at Peligon, near St. Petersburg: 


"A cofferdam 6 feet long, 6 feet deep 


and 8 feot broad was packed with blocka' 
of cellulose made from the pith of In- 
dian corn stalks. The material was snp- 
plied by an American corporation. A 6 
inch solid shot waa fired through the 
dam, 
striking it about 20 inches from ' 


the bottom. The shot passed clear 
through both the iron walls and the' 
cellnloso pnckiiuj. 
Less than half a 


pound of cellulose was carried out by 
the projectile. Tho water compartment 
of tho dam was filled, giving a pressure 
of nearly five feot of water on tho per- 
forated surface. In just half an honr a 
moist spot legan to show on the ontoi 
surface of tho dain, but it was evident 
tbemoiaturo bad come along tho bottom 
of the packing and not along the path 
of the shot. In four hours no water had 
come through tho shot's path. 


"Tho experiment conclusively dem- 


onstrated that a ship provided with a 
cofferdam packed as waa tho one usod 
in tho experiment could be perforated 
five feet below the water line without 
tho least danger of the entrance of wa^ 
tor."

DK. ROBERT KOCH. 


Koch asserts that he will be able to 
show that the mosquito Is the principal 
vehicle for the dissemination of mala- 
rial diseases. 


In order to make successful experi- 


ments it has been necessary to subject 
poor Savaja to the stings of insects of 
various kinds. The insects are caught 
by Dr. Koch, who Is extraordinarily 
expert at securing them, with a very 
tiny instrument. 


He first feeds the mosquitoes until 


they have filled themselves full on such 
noimals as he can capture, and then he 
places them in bottles, where they are 
preserved In a healthy condition. When 
they are ready for the experiments, he 
places them on Savaja, who usually 
bears the torture patiently, but who 
now and then revolts and makes the 
forests resound with his cries of anger.

XMAS GIFTS OF GAME. 


Many Birda Sent at This Season. 


ACTOBH the Atlantic. 


Among the gifts made at the Christ- 


inas season are many of game, which 
are exchanged between the United 
States and foreign countries, chiefly 
England. Thus, Englishmen send here 
pheasants and grouse and so on, and 
Americans send to England canvas- 
back ducks, wild turkeys and other 
choice game. These things may be sent 
from either country to the other, say 
by bankers, a New York banking house 
sending the game of the United States 
to members of the house representing 
it in London and London bankers, it 
may be, sending English game to mem- 
bers of the American house represent- 
ing them here. Merchants In both coun- 
tries maintain the same pleasant cus- 
tom with their representatives abroad, 
and private persons In either country 
send game to their friends in the other. 


This game is packed In hampers and 


shipped in the refrigerator rooms of 
tbe steamers on which it Is carried, 
and It reaches its destination on either 
side in perfect condition, says the New 
York Sun. Every year at this season 
many such packages find their way 
across the Atlantic In one direction or 
the other. There is now considerable 
American game exported, this being a 
trade that has been developed chiefly 
within the past 10 or 12 years. Octo- 
ber, November and December are the 
months In which American game is 
most largely exported, the quantities 
depending more or less on the season 
and the supply. There are sent from 
here prairie chickens, quails, various 
kinds of ducks and other game. This 
game is shipped mostly to Liverpool, 
whence it is distributed. 
American 


game in Its season may now be had 
in various countries of continental Eu- 
rope as well as in England, Berlin be- 
ing the largest consumer among the 
continental cities. 


There Is some game imported into 


the United States from European coun- 
tries, this including venison, quails, 
partridges, pheasants and ducks from 
France and pheasants from England 
and grouse from Scotland. The foreign 
game is imported principally during 
the close season of American game. 
It is sold, some to families, but mainly 
to the more expensive hotels and res- 
taurants. 


Chrlntmiui Presents In a Football. 
Real leather footballs, made to open 


at one seam for the reception of Christ- 
mas goodies, may also be used to bold 
Christmas gifts for the college boy, 
provided they can be small enough to 
go Into the opening, says the New York 
Herald. It was originally the idea of a 
confectioner, the contents to be can- 
dles, but It has been taken up by 
friends of the football teams as an ap- 
propriate mode of conveying their gifts.

Now, 
how much do you think I actually re- 
ceived? Net a penny! No, I haven't 
been cheated; at least, all the accounts 
have been perfectly straight.

trouble is they never put the device on 
the market. 
They simply stuck the 


patents and drawings in a pigeonhole 
and there they remain to this day. 


"Why did they do it, did you ask? To 


save money. The public is very well 
suited with their pump as it stands, 
and it is doubtful if they could get any 
more for it with my improvement add- 
ed. Such a step would merely cut down 
the net profit, so they prefer to let well 
enough alone.

Dinerence Between Active and Piu- 


•Ive Violations of the Law ot 'War 
Explained by Sydney Webster, an. 
Authority on International Iia'W. 
Varlotu Commercial Rights. 
The New York Herald's European 


edition publishes the following from Its 
Paris correspondent: 


I had a conversation at the Hotel du 


Rhlu with Mr. Sydney Webster, who 
la now en route for Cairo. Regarding 
the recent British seizures of vessels 
suspected of carrying military aid to 
the Boers, he said he was uninformed 
of the details, which were published 
while he was on the voyage from New 
York. 


Regarding the nationality of the seiz- 


ed vessels, their cargoes and the places 
of seizure, whether on the high seas or 
In a neutral harbor, such as Delagoa 
Bay Is assumed to be, as the South Af- 
rican Republic has neither seacoast nor 
ports nor slilpa, the seized vessels, said 
Mr. Webster, must therefore have been 
those of neutrals. 


"If any seizure was made In Delagoa 


Bay or In the territorial waters of Por- 
tugal," continued Mr. Webster, "there 
was, unless she consented thereto, an 
Invasion of her sovereignty against the 
like of which a self respecting neutral 
power would be likely to vigorously 
protest. 


"Should the seizures prove to have 


been made by England outside of the 
territorial waters of Portugal and in 
the open oeean very different questions 
of law will emerge. 


"None of the legal Incidents of the 


blockade and the attempted violation 
thereof can complicate the existing 
state of affairs, Inasmuch as the Boers 
hare no ports to be blockaded, and it 
is not to be assumed that England has 
declared a blockade of the neutral har- 
bor of Delagoa Bay any more than of 
New York or Hamburg. 


"If Delagoa Bay belonged to the 


Transvaal, then England could by an 
effective blockade acquire the right to 
seize on the high seas any vessel in- 
tending to violate it, and the questions 
of contraband, a neutral flag, free ships 
making free goods and continuous voy- 
ages would come to a point. 


"Pending questions," said Mr. Web- 


ster, "relate only to the right of neu- 
trals to make, vend or transport on the 
high seas or in neutral harbors or by 
railways on neutral land munitions of 
war or contraband even when intended 
for the Boers and to the belligerent 
right of England to seize on the high 
seas and out of her own territorial 
jurisdiction and out of the Boer ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction the property of her 
enemy. 


"Apart from running a blockade, the 


general rule of public law governing 
such pending questions is not obscure. 
The nominal industries of neutrals in 
making, vending or conveying in a 
commercial way munitions of war are 
not to be suspended or Interfered with 
by belligerents because they are at 
war. The questions of contraband do 
not apply. 


"If, 
however, either the 
United 


States or Germany were to permit any 
one in the jurisdiction of either to de- 
part from ventures of a purely trading 
and commercial character and fit out 
military enterprises against either bel- 
ligerent, 
a 
different 
responsibility 


would attach itself. 


"Any one can discover the difference 


between passive contraband. Incapable 
of defending itself, and active contra- 
band, like a vessel such as was the 
Alabama, capable of immediate of- 
fense. 
The iirst a belligerent must 


prevent in his own belligerent juris- 
diction, but the departure of the second 
a neutral must prevent. 


"During long periods of revolt like 


that in Cuba, the situation, so far as It 
affected the United States, was that 
Spain in denying that she was at war 
against the Cuban rebels did not de- 
clare a blockade of the Cuban ports, 
and the government at Washington re- 
sisted the right of Spanish cruisers to 
arrest on the high seas an American 
vessel, even although carrying munl- 
'tions of war to the Cubans, but con- 
ceded the right of Spain to arrest such 
a vessel in Cuban waters if found there 
undertaking or intending to violate the 
Spanish laws. 


"Even in the case of the Vlrglnius, 


which constituted a military expedi- 
tion, the United States successfully re- 
sisted the legality of the Spanish seiz- 
ure of her on the ocean. In that case, 
however, it must be remembered, Spain 
strenuously denied that •' 
''ubans 


constituted a belligerent 


"As to the Boers, thu iu.\vs of the 


United States do uot forbid their man- 
ufacturers or merchants to sell 1o fie 
Boers all or anything they wir;'.i i-> luiy 
or to convey munitions of wai- to the 
Transvaal. 


"If New Yorkers undertake on their 


own account and risk to deliver muni- 
tions of war in Delagoa Bay or on the 
Transvaal frontier, to be there paid for 
by the purchaser, the munitions cannot 
bo lawfully seized by England in tran- 
sit as the property of her enemy. That 
is plain. 


"When, as in the present situation, 


there is not a technical blockade, the 
only discernible possible claim of right 
under which England can stop, visit 
nnrl search neutral vessels on the high 
eeas Is that they have on board Boer 
property. Under that plea of the ene- 
my's property contraband is immate- 
rial. 


"The great neutral powers can, if

Bgoa Bay is another matter, but for 
what she there permits to be done to 
American ships or cargoes she will be 
responsible to the United States. Por- 
tugal is a sovereign power and, It Is to 
be assumed, capable of vindicating her 
sovereignty. 


"It has seemed from the outset," said 


Mr. Webster, "that Delagoa Bay and 
the 40 or 60 miles of Intervening Por- 
tuguese territory between the bay and 
the Transvaal will be the critical point 
for Boers whenever England shall de- 
cide that her necessities compel her to 
control them. If they shall be in her 
ownership or control, the problem for 
her will be simplified, inasmuch as she 
can declare a blockade of the port 
against neutrals, arrest on the ocean 
Intended violators and pour thereby, 
her own forces Into the Transvaal"

HO FDKD FOE SECRET PURCHASES. 


MARYLAND GOOSE HUNTING. 


How Gunner* Manage It Along the 


Oheiapeu-ke'* Shore*. 


There is fine wild goose hunting at 


Sharp's island, near Easton, Md. 
Messrs. John D. Sinclair and J. T. Mlg- 
gins of Tllghman's Island recently 
spent two nights there and made a 
good bag of geese and swans, Bays the 
Baltimore Sun. Others have done aa 
well. "Tenderfeet" could not stand the 
cold, but the veteran goose hunter does 
not mind zero weather. 


A blind In the form of a pit Is made 


In the sand on shore near where the 
geese and swans are known to rest and 
feed. White woolen blankets are spread 
In and around the blind to make It 
comfortable, and corn Is strewn within 
80 yards of It 
After nightfall the 


hunters hide themselves In the pit, 
strapping up In white blankets, which 
cannot be detected from the white sand 
of the beach by the waterfowls. 
Ab- 


solute silence Is maintained. 


From far out in the bay comes the 


familiar "honk honk" of the Incoming 
flock, and the hunters get down low In 
the pit. The geese alight near the end 
of the beach and soon are In shallow 
feeding water. The "watch goose," 
which is always a gander and which 
never seems to eat or sleep, makes a 
reconnolssance In advance of the flock 
and finds the corn. If, after a close In- 
spection of the surroundings, he is sat- 
isfied of safety, he calls the flock, and 
it eagerly responds. The geese, loom- 
tag up In the night, look as big as os- 
triches from the blind. When within 
range, the signal to fire Is given in pan- 
tomime by the leader of the hunters, 
and something happens when the big 
No. 8 guns boom. 


Some geese are killed outright, oth- 


ers are wounded so they cannot fly, and 
those unhurt take to instant flight. As 
they rise another volley is poured into 
the flock. The dead and wounded birds 
are retrieved by trained Chesapeake 
bay dogs, if the hunters have them, 
otherwise by the hunters themselves, 
who rush into the icy water, pursuing 
first the wounded fowls and afterward 
picking up the dead ones.

NEW COLOR IN GLASS. 


It la Nels Yellow and Will Be Very 


Valuable to Railways. 


John C. Baird of Redding, Baird & 


Co. of Boston after months of experi- 
ment and study has developed and pro- 
duced a new color on stained glass, nels 
yellow, which is being rapidly intro- 
duced on the steam railroads as a cau- 
tion signal. The chief value of the nels 
yellow is that in a fog or smoke it 
can be seen 2,400 feet, or about double 
the distance necessary for satisfactory 
use, says the New York Sun. 
The 


use of a third 
color for signals 


has been adopted by the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford and has 
proved a success. The Consolidated, 
on making the change, retained the 
red for danger, used the nels yellow 
for caution and substituted green for 
the safety or all clear signal. 


Railroad men say that green will be- 


come the safety signal the world over 
soon, because under the old code when 
a green light became broken It exposed 
a white light, which falsely indicated 
a clear track. 


A New Game. 


The venerable and noble game of 


chess has found a competitor in a new 
game which has been started at Ham- 
burg on Its course around the globe, 
fiays the Paris American Register. If 
chess Is the most admirable product of 
the human mind in antiquity, the new 
game "salta," according to Professor 
Schubert, who has just published an 
Interesting treatise thereon, is the most 
Spirited game of draughts of modern 
times. Like chess, wilta may be con- 
sidered a game of war and with its 30 
pieces, represented by suns, moons and 
Stars, on 100 squares, offers many more 
combinations, since all the pieces, even 
tlia "beaten ones," remain on the board 
till the end of the game. The rules arc 
said to be much more simple than those 
of chess. For the promotion and ex- 
tension of the new game a salta club 
has been formed in Hamburg at the 
Cafe Imperial.

As you 
know, news comes via Delagoa Bay oi' 
ten more quickly than by the Cape.

At first tlic 
English stopped code messages, bin 
there were protests, and consular codo.s 
were admitted. 


"There is a man in Delagoa Bay, Con 


aul General Pott, who, It is well known. 
Is In the pay of the Boers. He is con 
BU! there for Holland and also for the 
South African Republic, and he is up to 
his neck in intrigue. His coadjutors are 
two well known men, Sammy Marks 
and Judge Gregorowskl. The latter is 
the judge of the Orange Free State 
•who was imported by tke Transvaal to 
give Judgment of death upon the raid- 
ers. He is Dr. Leyds' understudy. 


"Sammy Marks is a Hebrew who 


Btarted In Kimberley and thence trek- 
ked up the Transvaal in the early days. 
After Majuba he lent money to the 
Transvaal government and hi return 
for his fidelity was given the Inlqui- 
. tously administered spirit license mo- 
nopoly. In gratitude he gave Kruger 
the house in which he at present lives. 
When there are elections, he is expert 
at buying off recalcitrant voters. You 
can bribe the whole of the Portugnese 
officials, and Marks does it 


"Portugal gets no revenue from Del- 


agoa Bay. 
It costs her money. 
In 


1890 Colonel d'Andrade got a conces- 
sion of the whole seaboard of Delagoa. 
signed and sealed by the king, subject 
to certain royalties. 
D'Andrade fell 


short of cash and wanted to sell the 
concession. A gentleman, whose name 
I won't give, got an option on it. Ho 
took it to the English colonial office 
and was referred to the foreign office, 
where an offer was made first to the 
English government to sell for $10,- 
000,000 D'Andrade's concession from 
the king, dated 1890. 
But just then 


came the Portuguese seizure of the 
railroad belonging to the American. 
Colonel McMurho, and for ten years 
have the arbitration proceedings ovei 
that lasted." 


"How is that?" 
"Simply owing to the influence of 


Boer secret service money." 


"Does that amount to much?" 
"To $7,500,000 last year, out of a rev- 


enue of ^22,500,000." 


"Who spends it?" 
"Dr. 
Leyds, and 
he has 
carte 


blanche. 


"One of the most interesting side 


lights showing the remarkable prepar- 
edness of the Boers for war is that 
In April last, when the Transvaal gov- 
ernment was abortively trying to nego- 
tiate a loan which it could not get in 
any European capital, he put up tend- 
ers for fencing the Netherlands rail- 
way in the Transvaal. 


"What was the barbed wire for? Of 


course the railroad was never fenced. 
I met a friend at a little dinner in Pre- 
toria who confided to me that he had 
just got a contract that meant $250,000 
—a large sum that, In the then depleted 
condition of the exchequer. My friend 
said that his contract was to be de- 
livered at onco, and we all know what 
barbed wire is being used for now. It 
showed the magnificent subtlety of the 
Transvaal government, for we hear 
that troops are beset by barbed wire at 
every step. 


"I have told you hotw the Delagoa 


Bay concession was offered to the Brit- 
ish government 
The reply was that 


It had no secret money or official fund 
for such purposes. The offer made to 
the English government was to pur- 
chase the -whole coast up to Inhamb- 
sane, in all 400 miles. Not dear, was 
It? Today England can't get it at any 
price, which shows her fatuousness. 


"Then D'Andrade turned round and 


offered it to Dr. Leyds. England had, 
as you know, a pre-emptive right for 
the purchase of Delagoa Bay, but 
D'Andrade has the coast line outside 
of England's pre-emptive rights. We 
knew that the Boers wanted a port 
nud that it was Kruger's great dream 
to have a navy. We offered him four 
miles outside the pre-emptive limit 
and asked Dr. Leyds what he was pre- 
pared to pay. 


"He admitted that his government 


•wanted a port very badly, but—here 
came the rub—feared that it might be 
alienated. I replied, 'You just put a 
few thousand burghers into the terri- 
tory and let the farmers follow the 
example of those who settled In Zulu- 
land after the Zulu war, subsequently ' 
fleclaring the independence of the 
territory settled and calling it the 
Vreyheid Republic, which subsequent- 
ly was amalgamated with the Boer 
republic.' 


"There was nothing to prevent them 


from doing that, raising the standard 
of revolt against the Portuguese and 
afterward annexing it to the Boer re- 
public. 


"Leyds replied that the terms were 


low enough, but that he had not goc 
the money and that the government 
could not get money anywhere."

SCENE AT MAGERSFONTEIN. 


ColluiiNe of Highland Brigade From 


Withering Fire of the- Uoer«. 


The most appalling battle picture, 


from a British point of view, yet paint- 
ed by a correspondent in the field came 
by mall to London from J. B. Whig- 
ham, the representative of the New 
York World and the London Morning 
Post with Lord Methueu's column. It 
shows the collapse of the highland bri- 
gade at Magersfontein. 


Describing the effect of the unex- 


pected Boer fire when the brigade was 
Just about deploying from quarter col- 
umn, 
Mr. Whigham writes: 


"Some one shouted 'Retire!' and the 


day was lost. The highbinders broke 
and ran—there is no other word for it. 
In a few minutes the brigade had 
been decimated and the Ibsue decided. 
They did not run far, only a few hun- 
dred yards, but when they rallied they 
•were shaken and confused for hours. 
They lay flat on the ground between 
the British guns and the Boer trenches. 


"About 2 o'clock the Boer rifle fire 


greatly increased. Simultaneously the 
brigade was seen In full retreat. Back 
they came in a wave. No officer could 
stop It It was perhaps the most un- 
pleasant sight the British soldier has 
ever beheld; certainly a sight never to 
be forgotten. 


"It IB difficult to say what happened 


next until Major Ewart rode up with 
an order from General Methuen, which 
was almost an entreaty, to the effect 
that all he asked of the brigade was to 
hold the position until dark. So rid- 
dled and shattered was the brigade 
that Ewart had actually no other offi- 
cer to help him give the order to the 
scattered men. It was no small tbing 
to ask of the Highlanders that they 
should again face the galling flre for 
five mortal hours. 


"Still a very fair rally was effected. 


The pipers played somewhat dolefully, 
and the brigade at last got back to a 
epot where it had a certain amount of 
cover. There the men lay until Boer 
guns, till then absolutely silent, sud- 
denly came into play. It wanted but 
this last straw to break the nerve of 
the rallying highlanders. 
When the 


first shrapnel burst, what remained of 
the brigade with one accord came right 
back as far as the field hospital, hope- 
lessly beaten for the day. They were 
not fit even to guard the banrgage. 


"They had lost 57 officers, killed or 


•wounded. Could human nature stand 
more?"

Pittsfield Man Attempts to 


Sacure Injunction. What State 


Commissioner Says 


A fact not generally 
known 
was- 


made public in Pittsiield yesterday 
af'.ernoon by ;t man in that c-ity who 
consulted a prominent Pittsfield law- 
yer to see if there was not some way 
to secure an injunction against the 
cutting- of lumber on the mountain. 
He claims that th& transfer of a part 
of the mountain to the state and the 
planned purchase of more land for the 
reservation has not stopped the de- 
nuding of the mountain, and that the 
last of the prineval forest 
is 
being 


rapidly cut away. 


His claim is that Henry Arnold, a 


lumberman of Adams, is cutting the 
timber from a tract of about 1200 acres 
of land belonging to the Pingree estate 
of Pittsfield. -The story is that before 
the creation of the Greylock park com- 
mission, Arnold leased of the Pingree 
heirs the right to cut all the timber 
over six inches in diameter on the tract 
mentioned, but for some reason he has 
deferred cutting the timber until this 
winter and for some clays now has been 
actively engaged in stripping the land 
of its trees, a cabin and other conve- 
niences having- been established on the 
premises to further facilitate- the work. 


The tract in question extends from 


the summit of the mountain down the 
western slope to the Hopper, 
from 


which point it extends in southerly di- 
rection toward Pittsiield. A Pittsfield 
man who knows, says the tract com- 
prises the very last of the primeval 
forest of all Greylock, the trees being 
of good size and thickly distributed. 


A. E. Mole, a member of the Grey- 


lock commission, was seen this after- 
noon in regard to the probability of ac- 
tion on the part of the commission in 
securing the additional land which it 
is planned to buy for the reservation. 
He said that the commission was at 
work on the matter, and that records 
were being looked up and preparations 
made 
for 
the 
transfer. 
Until the 


transfer was made, however, he did 
not see any way to prevent those who 
owned the land from having the tim- 
ber cut. 


The news that this timber is being 


cut will be received with surprise, al- 


I though it is known in Adams that Mr. 


Arnold has been cutting some from the 
mountain. From present appearances, 
it would seem that an effort is being 
made to secure as much of the timber 
as possible from the mountain before the 
time when the property may be sc'.d to 
the state. 
As this is believed to be the last of 


the original forests on the mountain, 
public sympathy will be with the effort 
to have it stopped. The forest is the 
source of the streams which, flow south 
from the mountain, 
the 
volume of 


which would be affected by the re- 
moval of the entire forest in that sec- 
tion.
